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New  Park 

On  Martha  Hill 

Martha  Hill  is  the  tree-topped  knoll  at  the 
southern  edge  of  the  topographic  bowl  that 
contains  Glen  Park.  Marred  by  a  glacier  of  con- 
crete on  its  north  face,  the  still  impressive 
landmark  can  be  seen  from  miles  around.  The 
brief  walk  to  the  top  of  the  hill  is  rewarded  by 
a  tree-framed  panoramic  view  that  includes  Glen 
Park,  Diamond  Heights,  Bernal  Heights,  the  East 
Bay,  and,  weather  permitting,  Mount  Diablo. 
One  may  well  wonder  why  the  trees  have  not 
been  destroyed  to  make  room  for  "Martha's 
Manor  View  Homes"  or  "Congo  Condos,"  but 
such  fears  have  now  been  relieved. 

Two  acres  at  the  top  of  the  hill  have  been 
officially  designated  as  open  space.  Through  the 
Park  Renovation  and  Open  Space  Acquisition 
Fund,  created  by  the  voters  in  1974,  and  the  use 
of  the  City's  power  of  eminent  domain,  the  last 
few  of  a  total  of  twenty  lots  will  soon  be  under 
the  jurisdiction  .of  the  Recreation  and  Park 

In  a  formal  dedication  ceremony  to  take 
place  within  the  next  few  months,  the  area  will 
be  named  Dorothy  Erskine  Park.  From  Glen 
Park  it  can  be  reached  via  Martha  Avenue. 
The  access  to  Dorothy  Erskine  Park  from  the 
Sunnyside  neighborhood  is  a  dirt  area  referred 
to  as  Baden  Street  on  the  maps.  The  improve- 
ment of  Baden  Street  between  Mangels  and 
Martha  Avenues  is  still  in  the  design  phase.  In 
1974  a  proposal  was  made  to  connect  Mangels 
and  Martha  with  a  standard  city  through-street 
with  street  lights,  sewer  service,  and  so  on.  But 
the  paving  was  held  up  pending  the  out  of  court 
settlement  of  the  eminent  domain  proceedings 
to  acquire  the  open  space  east  of  Baden  Street. 
Now,  plans  have  changed  and  the  through-street 
idea  has  been  scrapped.  The  new  design  calls  for 
two  dead  end  streets  with  25  or  30  feet  of  open 
space  in  between.  It  will  be  at  least  six  months 
before  paving  begins.  (Continued  on  page  2)

Dorothy  Erskine  -  Open  Space  Advocate 


Dorothy  Erskine 


On  November  9th,  1978,  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  voted  to  designate  twenty 
lots  of  open  space  on  the  top  of  Martha  Hill 
as  Dorothy  Erskine  Park.  The  Commission  could 
not  have  chosen  a  more  fitting  name,  for  Dorothy 
Erskine  is  a  lover  of  natural  beauty  and  a  long- 
time advocate  of  open  space.  In  1974  she  was  an 
important  figure  in  the  formulation  of  Propo- 
sition J,  which  established  the  Park  Renovation 
and  Open  Space  Fund.  It  is  with  this  fund  that 
the  privately-owned  lots  atop  Martha  Hill  were 
purchased  by  the  City.  Ms.  Erskine  is  currently  a 
member  of  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  to 
oversee  the  dispersal  of  the  Fund. 

In  1958,  Ms.  Erskine  organized  People  for 
Open  Space  (POS),  a  nonprofit  regional  conser- 
vation group  dedicated  to  preserving  open  space 


and  to  educating  people  in  regional  planning  and 
conservation.  She  remains  a  guiding  force  in 
the  organization,  as  well  as  an  editor  of  the  POS 
newsletter.  Regional  Exchange. 

In  1978,  Dorothy  Erskine  received  the  Sol 
Feinstone  Environmental  Award,  which  included 
$1000  in  cash.  This  she  used  as  the  initial  dona- 
tion in  the  Dorothy  Erskine  Open  Space  Fund, 
which  is  cosponsored  by  the  Trust  for  Public 
Land  and  People  for  Open  Space. 

Dorothy  Erskine's  other  commitments 
include  the  League  of  Women  Voters  (50  years) 
and  the  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Research  Association  (SPUR),  which  she  helped 
to  create.  She  has  served  on  the  governing 
boards  of  SPUR  and  the  Save  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Association.  As  a  member  of  the  Bay  Con- 
servation and  Development  Commission,  she 
worked  toward  rational  planning  and  environ- 
mental balance. 

The  official  dedication  and  christening  of 
Dorothy  Erskine  Park  will  take  place  early 
in  1979.

Conservatory  Update 

Landmark  Needs 
A  Plan 


Mr.  Robert  Anderson,  owner  of  the  Merrill 
Conservatory  on  Monterey  Boulevard  (between 
Congo  and  Baden  Streets),  has  been  ordered  to 
halt  demolition  and  replace  parts  that  he  had 
previously  removed. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department 
mistakenly  issued  Mr.  Anderson  a  permit  to 
demolish  the  historical  landmark,  but  that  per- 
mit was  withdrawn  when  Jean  Marlborough, 
350  Capistrano  Dr.,  brought  the  error  to  the 
attention  of  the  Landmarks  Board.  The  law 
states  that  one  year  must  elapse  between  appli- 
cation for  demolition  of  a  historical  landmark 
and  the  issuance  of  a  permit. 

At  a  hair-raising  hearing  before  the  Board 
of  Permit  Appeals  on  December  6,  Mr.  Anderson 
revealed  that  he  has  been  offered  $200,000  for 
the  property  and  that  a  proposal  made  by  neigh- 
borhood preservationist  Jean  Marlborough  was 
unacceptable.  Mr.  Anderson  left  the  meeting 
upset  and  threatening  the  City  and  others  with 
lawsuits. 

Mrs.  Marlborough  told  the  Glen  Park 
Perspective  that  an  economically  viable  and 
appropriate  usage  needs  to  be  developed  if  the 
Merrill  Conservatory  is  to  be  saved.

Another  change  proposed  for  Martha  Hill  is 
the  development  of  two  single-family  houses  on 
the  corner  of  Martha  Avenue  and  Baden  Street, 
with  both  garages  facing  Martha  Avenue. 
Although  these  buildings  will  be  within  the 
legal  height  limit,  they  may  detract  from  the 
feeling  of  openness  to  be  enjoyed  in  Dorothy 
Erskine  Park. 

According  to  Tom  Malloy  of  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department.  Dorothy  Erskine  Park  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  hilltop  locations 
acquired  for  park  use  in  recent  years.  Mature 
stands  of  eucalyptus  and  cypress  trees,  the 
view,  and  the  peacefulness  are  spoiled  only  by 
the  litter  on  the  ground.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  area  will  remain  largely  in  its  natural  state. 
The  only  improvements  planned  are  paths  and 
picnic  benches.

A  Rebirth  of  Rationality? 


A  personal  commentary  by  Michael  Hitchcock 

One  would  think  the  sight  of  900  bodies 
lying  in  the  jungle  dirt  would  be  enough  to  jolt 
us  back  to  reality;  that  we  would  see  a  rebirth  of 
rationality  in  a  nation  that  sometimes  seems 
caught  up  in  cults  from  Astrology  to  Zionism. 
I  hope  that  such  could  be  the  case— a  swing  of 
the  pendulum  in  the  direction  of  rationality  is 
long  overdue-but  as  of  today  the  astrology 
columns  are  still  in  all  the  newspapers,  Werner 
Erhard  is  busily  signing  up  people  for  his  latest 
absurdity,  and  Billy  Graham  says  it  was  all  the 
work  of  the  devil. 

One  of  the  first  results  of  the  recent 
tragedy  was  an  immediate  scurrying  to  dis- 
associate oneself  from  everything  that  had 
happened.  Suddenly  everyone  was  remembering 
things  they  had  noticed  that  were  wrong  with 
the  Peoples  Temple.  The  news  media,  when  they 
learned  that  some  of  their  own  had  died,  aban- 
doned the  pretext  of  journalism  and  became  the 
wailing  relatives  of  victims.  Some  came  close  to 
calling  for  government  suppression  of  all  non- 
conformist groups.  Everyone  wondered  how 
900  people  could  line  up  to  die. 


You  see,  I  was  once  invited 
to  participate  in  a  mass 
suicide. 


I  do  not  feel  so  compelled  to  distance 
myself  from  all  the  ugly  aspects  of  reality.  You 
see,  I  was  once  invited  to  participate  in  a  mass 
suicide.  It  was  1966,  I  was  18  years  old,  and  the 
invitation  came  from  no  less  an  authority  than 
Lyndon  Baines  Johnson,  President  of  the  United 
States.  When  I  asked  what  we  were  doing 
fighting  a  war  in  Vietnam  anyway,  I  was  told 
over  and  over  again  that  if  the  President  said  we 
should  be  there,  then  He  must  be  right.  In  this 
time  of  complete  distrust  of  government  few 
seem  to  remember  that  a  short  time  ago  a 
majority  of  Americans  believed  that  everything 
the  government  did  was  right. 

Those  of  us  who  went  to  college  found  a 
supportive  atmosphere  and  a  form  of  "depro- 
gramming." Dangerous  left-wing  professors  told 
us  the  government  wasn't  always  right.  We  told 
each  other  we  didn't  have  to  go.  Those  who 
remained  behind  in  the  many  towns  and  cities 
where  culture  was  dominated  by  the  American 
Legion  were  not  so  lucky.  The  handful  of  us 
standing  in  the  streets  shouting  "Hell  no  we 
won't  go"  were  treated  much  like  the  earliest 
critics  of  Peoples  Temple.  We  were  questioning 
an  authority  that  was  unquestionable.  Far  too 
many  Americans  were  ready  to  sacrifice  their 
children  to  the  cult  of  anti-Communism  and  it 
seemed  as  if  no  one  would  listen.  But  as  the 
death  toll  mounted  the  cult  began  to  fall  apart. 
People  set  up  coffeehouses  to  aid  those  who 
wanted  to  escape  from  the  cult  which  threat- 
ened imprisonment  and  death  to  those  who 
wanted  to  leave.  Soldiers  refused  to  follow  the 
orders  of  their  leaders,  the  infallible  leader  chose 
not  to  run  again  and  eventually  a  majority  of 


Americans  admitted  they  had  been  wrong,  but 
before  it  was  over  54,000  had  died  in  the 
jungle  dirt. 

America  began  as  a  cult.  At  first  the  similarity 
between  Jonestown  and  the  Pilgrim  settlement  at 
Plymouth  is  astonishing-a  small  group  of  religious  dissi- 
dents leaving  their  homes  to  seek  religious  freedom  in 
Holland,  then  leaving  again  to  establish  a  new  settlement 
in  a  remote  wilderness.  The  Pilgrims  had  punishment  by 
the  stocks  and  public  beatings.  Their  theocratic  govern- 
ment, led  by  charismatic  preachers  whose  will  could  not 
be  questioned,  even  went  so  far  as  to  burn  as  witches 
some  of  those  who  stepped  out  of  line.  But  on  second 
thought  these  similarities  are  not  surprising  at  all,  for  the 
beliefs  of  our  "Pilgrim  fathers"  have  had  a  profound  and 
lasting  influence  on  American  thought,  particularly  in 
the  Midwest  where  both  Jim  Jones  and  I  grew  up.  The 
Calvinist  ethic  of  New  England  was  the  dominant  force 
of  intellectual  life  throughout  the  nation.  This  was  the 
culture  into  which  generations  of  immigrants  were 
assimilated.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  time  and  again  groups 
which  have  sought  to  build  something  new  out  of  the 
decaying  society  returned  to  these  roots? 

The  cult  of  Business  that  grew  up  with  the  Repub- 
lican victory  in  1860  and  lasted  until  the  crash  of  1929 
was  the  secular  expression  of  New  England  theocracy. 
The  belief  that  leaders  of  corporations  could  not  be 
wrong  because  they  had  been  chosen  by  "the  invisible 
hand"  (of  God?)  and  the  belief  that  those  who  wanted 
to  change  the  basic  structure  of  the  system  were 
inherently  disloyal  and  evil,  prevailed  for  a  long  time  in 
America.  Listening  today  to  conservative  economists 
castigating  "government  interference"  we  can  hear  the 
echoes  of  Cotton  Mather  and  Jonathon  Edwards. 
(Remember  too  that  Adam  Smith  was  not  an  Economist 
but  a  professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  in  Scotland,  the 
ideological  center  of  Calvinism.  Even  today  economics 
in  America  more  closely  resembles  theology  than  science. 
1  was  raised  in  a  world  that  taught  that  Socialism  was  the 
Gospel  according  to  Satan.) 

With  this  as  background,  is  it  any  wonder  that 
"cults"  flourish  here  as  nowhere  else?  We  have  been

burdened  with  a  300  year  old  fundamentalist  pack  on 
our  hike  into  the  twentieth  century-for  all  our  achieve- 
ments in  science  and  our  sinking  into  decadence  we  hold 
on  to  a  basic  religious  view  of  reality.  The  universe  is 
divided  into  the  sacred  and  the  profane;  if  Jim  Jones  is 
not  God,  then  he  must  be  the  devil;  if  the  government  is 
not  always  right  then  it  must  be  always  wrong.  It  is  this 
either/or  mentality  that  leads  so  many  well-meaning 
people  into  dead  ends.  We  divide  ourselves  into  opposing 
subcultures,  seeking  adherents  from  the  other  side  but 
never  listening  to  anything  they  are  saying.  Hippies  vs. 
hardhats,  conservatives  vs.  liberals,  fundamentalists  vs. 
pornographers,  environmentalists  vs.  workers,  America 
vs.  the  World. 

When  Peoples  Temple  members  in  Guyana 
couldn't  find  paradise  in  the  jungle  they  decided  to  try 
death.  When  USAF  General  Curtis  LeMay  couldn't  win 
the  "hearts  and  minds'"  of  the  Vietnamese  people  he 
wanted  to  bomb  them  back  into  the  stone  age. 

Since  we  have  all  been  thoroughly  trained  in  this 
way  of  thinking,  it  doesn't  take  much  "brainwashing"  to 


get  people  to  follow  the  True  Leader,  or  to  take  the  step 
forward  to  be  inducted  into  a  murder  machine.  And  if 
you  believe  in  life  after  death  you  could  be  convinced  to 
put  an  end  to  this  one.  I'm  not  sure  if  I  believe  in 
"brainwashing"  and  I  definitely  don't  believe  in 
"charisma."  I  can't  remember  ever  meeting  anyone  who 
could  get  me  to  do  something  I  didn't  want  to  do 
without  offering  something  real  in  return. 

A  lot  of  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  Jim  Jones' 
alleged  "charisma"  and  mind  control  over  his  flock,  but 
very  little  is  said  about  what  Peoples  Temple  could 
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provide  concretely,  or  what  the  alternatives  were.  The 
early  dropouts  from  the  cult  were  the  more  affluent  and 
educated  ones,  the  ones  who  had  alternatives.  When  a 
woman  who  stuck  with  Jones  till  the  end  was  asked  if 
she  wanted  to  go  back  to  the  U.S.  she  was  reported  to 
have  replied,  "Go  back  to  what,  to  Watts,  to  the  rats?" 
Most  of  the  criticisms  of  Peoples  Temple,  while 
frightening  to  an  affluent  suburbanite  might  seem  less  so 
to  a  ghetto  resident:  Beatings-People  are  beaten  every- 
day by  their  husbands,  parents,  lovers,  muggers,  cops. 
Two  years  ago  a  young  Marine  was  beaten  to  death  by 
his  fellow  Marines.  Losing  your  property -Many  people 
have  never  had  any  property  and  if  they  did  get  some 
there  would  immediately  be  a  lawyer,  landlord,  thief  or 
loan  shark  to  take  it  away  from  them.  Lack  of  freedom- 
Peoples  Temple  is  no  more  autocratic  than  any  Ameri- 
can corporation.  Despite  laws  to  the  contrary,  people  are 
fired  for  organizing  or  advocating  unions,  and  the  unions 
in  turn  do  their  best  to  suppress  any  challenge  to  their 
status  quo.  Many  Peoples  Temple  members  were  former 
convicts  and  almost  certainly  found  more  freedom  in  the 
Temple  than  in  San  Quentin. 

Jim  Jones  offered  old  people,  youth,  ex-cons, 
drug  addicts,  and  alcoholics  a  chance  to  do  something, 
much  more  than  any  of  us  supposedly  sane  people  in 
the  outside  world  ever  did.  He  offered  hope  where  we 
offered  discrimination,  he  offered  work  where  we 
offered  forced  idleness,  he  offered  a  place  to  belong 
to  those  we  had  cast  out.  He  offered  so  much  to  so 
many  for  so  long,  but  because  he  attempted  to  create  it 
out  of  the  irrational  belief  system  that  we  all  share  he 
was  doomed  to  failure.  Without  a  scientific  basis  to 
create  a  new  world  we  are  doomed  to  repeat  the  errors 
of  our  past,  substituting  a  belief  in  leaders  for  belief  in 
ourselves,  eventually  hoping  for  a  better  life  in  another 
world  since  it's  so  hard  to  create  one  in  this  world.  What 
happened  at  Jonestown  was  an  immense  tragedy,  but  we 
can  learn  from  it. 


...  we  need  an  under- 
standing that  life  is  made 
up  of  contradictions  .  .  . 


We  do  not  need  adherents  of  true  beliefs— we  need 
an  understanding  that  life  is  made  up  of  contradictions, 
that  when  two  people  see  two  different  things  in  a  situ- 
ation, one  is  not  crazy  and  the  other  sane,  but  that  from 
different  vantage  points  they  see  different  aspects  of  the 
same  thing.  If  we  set  the  two  opposing  views  apart  we 
are  moving  toward  confrontation,  war,  and  death;  if 
we  bring  the  two  together  we  are  moving  toward  reality 
and  progress.  Jim  Jones  may  have  been  a  charlatan,  he 
may  have  been  paranoid,  he  may  have  been  wrong,  but 
he  was  above  all  an  American,  making  the  same  mistakes 
we  all  have  for  350  years.  # 
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It  Still  Smarts 
To  Ride  BART

The  ads  say  take  BART  to  the  Coliseum. 

50  we  did.  Alan  and  I.  To  see  Dylan.  Thought 
we'd  beat  the  crowds,  no  traffic  jams,  no  need 
to  drive  home  late  at  night  tired.  True,  it  cost 

51  .10  each  (one  way)  but  it  seemed  a  bargain  at 
the  time  and  we  thought  we'd  do  our  bit  for  the 
environment.  Met  some  other  Dylan  freaks  on 
the  way  and  chatted.. .about  the  old  Dylan  and 
the  new  Dylan. ..would  people  understand  the 
change  or  did  they  expect  the  60's  all  over  again? 
..this  is  a  pretty  station. ..here  comes  the  tunnel 
(remember  the  old  jokes  about  wearing  your 
flippers  if  you  took  BART  under  the  Bay?).  A 
direct  ride  to  the  Coliseum  Station  from  Glen 
Park  took  half  an  hour,  and  a  bracing  five-minute 
walk  brought  us  to  the  Coliseum  door. 

A  great  concert!  Alan  and  I  emerged 
laughing,  exhilarated,  evaluating  (...'lie's  loosened 
up".. ."a  touch  of  Presley,  a  touch  of  Jagger"... 
'did  you  see?". .."did  you  hear...?")  We  strolled 
casually  back  to  BART,  looking  down  on  the 
cars  crowding  the  parking  lot  exit  below  us. 
Smug.  We'd  even  bought  round-trip  tickets, 
so  we  didn't  have  to  stand  on  line  for  the  only 
two  ticket  machines  that  worked.  We  breezed 
right  on  through  and  gauged  the  numbers  of 
people  on  the  platform  above.  Too  many.  Asked 
the  station  agent. ..it  was  11:10  p.m. ...plenty  of 
trains  due  yet.  Decided  to  let  the  first  train  go 
by  and  wait  for  the  next  train  (it  would  be  less 
crowded).  The  rest  of  our  group  decided  to  go 
home  on  the  first  train;  it  was  late,  they  were 
tired.  Their  train  was  announced.  Alan  and  I  sat 
down  on  the  steps,  where  it  was  wanner,  and 
watched  the  crowds,  our  friends  included,  vanish 
up  the  escalator  and  into  the  train  above.  The 
station  quieted  until  only  a  few  stragglers 
padded  through.  We  relaxed  against  the  wall, 
waiting,  until  we  realized  that  trains  were 
coming  and  going  without  being  announced.  No 
matter.  Plenty  of  time  till  midnight's  last  train. 
We  ambled  upstairs  to  wait  and  emerged  on  the 
platform  just  as  another  train  pulled  in.  Con- 
gratulations! Perfect  timing.  Ah,  but  a  small 
catch-no  direct  service  back  to  San  Francisco. 
We'd  have  to  transfer  at  12th  Street  in  Oakland. 
O.K.  We  settled  down  in  our  seats  and  the  train 
pulled  out. 


The  man  in  front  of  us  lights  up  a  cigaret. 
A  voice  booms  out  of  the  ceiling  "THERE  IS 
NO  SMOKING  ON  THE  TRAIN.  WILL  THE 
PASSENGER  SMOKING  A  CIGARET  PLEASE 
DISPOSE  OF  IT  OUTSIDE  THE  TRAIN 
RIGHT  . .NOW". ..the  doors  slide  open  at  Fruit- 
vale.  EGAD!  It's  1984. ..how  in  blazes  did  they 
know  about  that  cigaret??  The  man  complies. 
We  speak  to  him  later  at  the  1  2th  Street  Station, 
waiting  for  the  Daly  City  train.  He  laughs  about 
the  incident.  Man  with  a  briefcase  sits  on  it  and 
gazes  intently  down  the  track,  willing  the  train 
to  come... 


It's  12:30  p.m.  (00:30  on  the  BART 
Screen).  Where's  that  midnight  train?  We  begin 
to  get  annoyed.  Suddenly  the  coded  message 
crabs  across  the  screen  "TRAIN  TO  DALY 
CITY  WILL  ARRIVE  IN  4  MINUTES." 
Hooray!  Ads  go  by  about  Crocker  Bank,  lock 
your  bike,  ask  your  station  agent.  I  listen  for  the 
singing  on  the  tracks  that  always  precedes  a 
train.  Nothing.  The  entire  station  is  silent.  It's  us 
and  the  screen.  More  ads.  Then  another  message: 
"TRAIN  TO  DALY  CITY  (rats,  its  delayed 
again)  WILL  ARRIVE  IN  4  MINUTES."  Wha? 
I  kick  the  platform  in  frustration.  Eyes  roll, 
people  shuffle  and  pace.  I  contemplate  the  white 
courtesy  phone  on  the  wall. ..should  I?  I  don't. 
Alan  groans.  It's  12:45.  Another  message  begins: 
"TRAIN  TO  DALY  CITY  WILL  ARRIVE  IN 
(oh  boy!)  4  MINUTES."  I  flash  on  it!  We  have 
entered  the  twilight  zone!  Time  has  no  meaning 
at  12th  Street!  I  interrupt  Cigaret-Man's 
exposition  on  Sartre  (or  is  it  Descartes?). 
Excitedly  I  point  to  the  screen  and  explain— 
they  haven't  heard  the  station  agent's  voice  in 


the  last  half  hour,  have  they?  Or  any  other  trains. 
Or  seen  any  new  people  arrive.  And  there,  for 
the  fourth  time,  the  coded  message  "TRAIN  TO 
DALY  CITY. ..IN  4  MINUTES."  It  all  fits  in! 

The  immediate  neighbors  are  mildly 
amused  but  too  tired  to  join  in.  Oh  well.  It's 
almost  1 :00  a.m.  The  courtesy  phone  mocks 
me...I  pick  it  up  and  snap  the  cradle  up  and 
down.  A  few  clicks  and  rasps  on  the  other  end 
and  it  goes  dead.  Outrage!  They  won't  even 
answer  the  phone!  I  flip  out,  take  careful  aim, 
and  pitch  the  phone  receiver  into  a  nearby 
garbage  can.  Dump  shot.  Several  folks  applaud.  I 
leave  it  there.  Take  that!  They  leave  it  there, 
too.   I  storm  upstairs  to  confront  the  station 
agent. ..I  need  somebody  to  tell. ..a  BART 
somebody.  No  one.  Booth  locked  up  for  the 
night.  Entire  concourse  empty  and  echoing,  A 
flash  of  blue  on  another  staircase!  I  race  down 
again  and  it's  her-the  station  agent-going  home. 
She  walks  up-station  assaulted  by  comments 
from  the  tired  and  frustrated  ("No  trains  here 
lady."  "Which  train  you  plannin'  on  takin' 
lady?") 

At  1 :00  a.m.  the  midnight  Daly  City  train 
rolls  in  and  at  1 :30  we  are  home-two  hours 
after  our  friends.  Thank  goodness  I'm  not  a 
disabled  person,  an  old  person,  a  sick  person,  a 
lone  or  lost  traveler  who  needed  help  that  night 
on  that  station  waiting  for  that  non-existent 
train  with  no  agent  on  duty,  senseless  gibberish 
flashing  across  that  screen,  and  no  one  answering 
that  phone. 

HAL,  or  BART  (whichever  you  are),  your 
gleaming  metallic  walls  and  futuristic  trains  leave 
me  as  yet  unimpressed.  When  a  mechanical 
system  runs  itself  by  itself,  that's  fine.  But  when 
it  runs  itself  by  itself  badly,  count  me  out.  I 
prefer  the  feeling  that  there's  somebody  there 
who  can  hear  me  • 


THE  GLEN  PARK  MERCHANTS' and  Improve- 
ment Ass'n.,  Inc.,  established  two  years  ago,  has 

announced  that  it  is  "taking  all  necessary  steps 
to  formally  dissolve."  Nelson  Combs,  the  organ- 
ization's mainstay,  cited  a  lack  of  interest  by 
Glen  Park  retailers-among  30  businesses  only  7 
joined.  He  stated  that  organizing  efforts  were 
hampered  by  a  prevailing  misconception  that  the 
Ass'd.  was  an  adversary  of  the  GPA  and  had 
been  established  for  the  sole  purpose  of  backing 
the  controversial  Glen  Park  Center  project.

Duncan  and  Diamond 
A  Tale  of  Two  Streets

Residents  of  the  700  block  of  Duncan 
Street  have  reached  the  end  of  their  patience 
and  are  ready  to  fight.  Since  the  completion  of 
the  Diamond  Heights  Redevelopment  project, 
traffic  on  this  formerly  quiet  residential  street, 
just  north  of  Glen  Park,  has  reached  alarming 
proportions.  The  noise  level  readings  have  been 
documented  above  the  legal  limit  by  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department's  noise  abatement 
team.  But  it  is  not  just  the  traffic  that  has  gotten 
the  residents  mad;  it  is  the  damage  to  the  quality 
of  their  lives  by  builders  and  city  officials  who 
have  failed  to  ameliorate  the  negative  effects  of 
Diamond  Heights  development  on  their  com- 
munity. 

In  an  article  in  the  December  8,  1978  Bay 
Guardian,  Burton  Wolfe,  a  Duncan  Street  resi- 
dent ,  documented  his  efforts  to  obtain  noise 
controls  by  limiting  the  types  and  direction  of 
traffic  on  that  street.  He  and  his  neighbors  dis- 
covered that  a  "green  light"  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  (DPW)  was  essential  in 
obtaining  approval  of  traffic  changes  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  facts  and  citizen 
testimony  carried  no  weight  in  the  decision- 
making process.  In  addition,  he  discovered  that 
the  process  appeared  quite  illogical  and  that  the 
term  "DPW"  referred  to  the  opinion  of  one  or 
two  staff  members  of  the  Department  of  Traffic 
Engineering  (DTE).  One  member  of  the  DTE,  in 
fact,  lived  on  a  street  adjacent  to  Duncan  and 
allegedly  got  his  neighbors  to  sign  petitions 
against  Wolfe's  requests! 

Wolfe  feels  he  has  uncovered  conflict  of 
interest  and  arbitrary  decision-making  on  the 
part  of  the  City,  and  plans  to  sue.  With  a  lawsuit, 
he  hopes  to  set  a  legal  precedent  upholding  the 
rights  of  local  residents  (e.g.,  the  700  block  of 
Duncan  Street)  over  the  privileges  of  non- 
residents causing  damage  to  the  neighborhood 
environment. 

Traffic  noise  has  become  a  problem  on 
Diamond  Street  between  Chenery  and  Diamond 
Heights  Boulevard  since  the  construction  of  the 
Diamond  Heights  Redevelopment  Agency 
project.  Residents  there  are  experiencing  the 


same  difficulty  in  obtaining  relief  as  the  Duncan 
Street  residents.  Although  some  concessions 
have  been  made  recently  by  the  DTE  in  the 
form  of  an  agreement  to  consider  the  instal- 
lation of  STOP  signs  on  Diamond  Street,  the 
basic  issue  still  remains:  why  are  no  plans 
made  for  the  protection  of  areas  adjacent  to  new 
development,  and  why  does  the  city  resist 
neighborhood  requests  for  traffic  controls? 


The  intersection  of  Elk  and  Bosworth 
Streets  is  a  Glen  Park  case  in  point.  Speeding 
and  accidents  are  constant  problems  there  and 
despite  repeated  requests  by  the  Glen  Park 
Association  and  individual  residents,  no  controls 
are  forthcoming.  Why? 

As  Burton  Wolfe  discovered,  when  a  street 
is  designated  as  "through"  by  the  DTE,  traffic 
flow  must  be  facilitated  and  not  controlled  or 
slowed.  This  bureaucratic  view  ignores  the  need 
to  preserve  residential  character  and  the  dangers 
of  forcing  1979  traffic  volume  on  streets  built 
sixty  years  ago. 

The  pattern  in  both  situations  appears  to 
be  the  same:  DPW  (or  Traffic  Engineering)  is 
ignoring  the  problems  experienced  by  residents 
in  favor  of  the  convenience  of  those  who  transit

Ed  Vorous  and  Michael 
Thompson,  the  owners,  now  believe  that  they 
can  make  it  in  this  location  and  that  Glen  Park 
residents  will  shop  at  a  neighborhood  store  that 
provides  good  merchandise  and  service.  If  bus- 
iness continues  to  be  good  through  the  spring, 
Tonite's  the  Nite  will  remain  on  Diamond  Street.

One  of  the  items  on  the  agenda  for  the 
January  15th  General  Membership  meeting  will 
be  the  discussion  of  two  important  issues:  How 
often  should  membership  meetings  be  held,  and 
what  should  they  cover?

Another  faction 
feels  that  bimonthly  meetings  that  are  carefully 
planned  for  content  would  be  of  more  interest 
to  residents,  while  the  Perspective  would  con- 
tinue to  serve  as  a  forum  and  communication 
organ  during  the  months  between  meetings. 

An  important  consideration  if  you  favor 
regular  monthly  meetings  is  that  there  is  at 
present  no  GPA  Program  Committee.  The 
already  overextended  Board  members  are 
burning  out  while  trying  to  conduct  the  ongoing 
affairs  of  the  Association  and  plan  and  host  the 
meetings.  If  meetings  are  to  continue  once  a 
month,  some  of  you  will  have  to  help  plan  and 
set  them  up.  (Do  you  have  ideas  for  speakers? 
Can  you  buy  the  coffee?  Set  up  chairs?)  The 
chairperson  of  the  Program  Committee  would 
also  be  a  voting  member  of  the  GPA  Board.  Are 
you  interested? 

The  second  issue  is  simple.  Have  you  found 
past  meetings  interesting?  Boring?  Provocative? 
Irrelevant?  Do  you  want  an  "open-mike"  time 
allotment  at  each  meeting?  Should  the  topics 
covered  be  local  ones,  or  city  or  state  or  federal?

Mini-Minutes 

Board  of  Directors 

The  GPA  Board  of  Directors  met  on 
December  19  at  the  home  of  Corresponding 
Secretary  Laura  Goderez. 

Jim  Gravanis  reported  that  the  average  cost 
per  month  of  publishing  the  Perspective  is  about 
$1000.  Jim  stressed  the  need  for  office  space 
for  production  of  the  paper  and  said  that  since 
free  space  seems  unavailable,  sources  of  funding 
(grants,  fundraisers,  charging  for  the  paper,  etc.) 
should  be  explored.  Ideas  for  distribution  and 
promotion  were  discussed. 

Fundraising  ideas  were  entertained,  and 
Kevin  Colgate  suggested  holding  an  invitational 
softball  tournament  or  a  tennis  clinic. 

The  Board  continued  its  evaluation  of  the 
merits  of  nonprofit  incorporation  and  decided 
to  study  the  issue  more  fully  before  presenting  a 
recommendation  at  a  general  membership 
meeting.  The  Board  will  submit  an  article  on  the 
pros  and  cons  of  nonprofit  status  for  the  Febru- 
ary Perspective.

Book  Review 

Jonestown  Story: 
Instant  Understanding 


by  Phil  Fanning 

GUYANA  MASSACRE,  The  Eyewitness  Account 
by  Charles  A.  Krause 

1978,  Berkeley.  210  pages,  illustrated,  $2.50 

THE  SUICIDE  CUL  T,  The  Inside  Story  of  the 
Peoples  Temple  Sect  and  the  Massacre  in  Guyana 
by  Marshall  Kilduff  and  Ron  Javers 
1978,  Bantam,  201  pages,  illustrated,  $2.50 

What  happened  in  Guyana?  What  took 
place  in  Jonestown  when  Congressman  Ryan 
and  his  party  finally  gained  entry  to  the  commu- 
nity? What  happened  at  the  Port  Kaituma 
airstrip  the  next  day?  News  reports  have  been 
sketchy  at  best  and  contradictory  at  worst. 
These  two  "instant"  books  (published  a  scant 
three  weeks  after  the  horrors  of  Guyana)  are 
eyewitness  accounts. 

Charles  A.  Krause,  a  young  reporter  for  the 
Washington  Post,  happened  to  be  in  South 
America  covering  another  story  and  was  looking 
forward  to  flying  home  to  be  with  his  family  for 
Thanksgiving  when  his  editor  assigned  him  to 
cover  Ryan's  visit  to  Jonestown.  Krause  had 
scarcely  heard  of  Jim  Jones  and  the  Peoples 
Temple.  He  thought  it  was  probably  just  another 
zany  California  cult  and  that  the  whole  assign- 
ment would  be  a  waste  of  time.  On  the  other 
hand,  once  he  had  resigned  himself  to  covering 
the  story,  he  resolved  to  be  as  objective  and 
open-minded  as  possible.  Ironically,  he  came 
away  from  his  visit  to  Jonestown  with  a  largely 
favorable  impression.  Despite  the  fact  that 
several  persons  defected  during  the  visit.  Krause 
was  convinced  that  the  majority  of  the  residents 
wanted  to  stay,  that  their  ideals  were  high  and 
their  accomplishments  considerable.  It  was  only 
after  the  shooting  started  at  the  airport  and 
Krause  was  hit  that  the  scales  fell  from  his  eyes: 

I  was  thinking  this  is  crazy.  It  couldn't  be.  I 
was  going  to  die  in  the  middle  of  the  jungle, 
in  Guyana,  so  far  away  from  my  family  and 
friends  ...  It  was  all  so  unfair,  so  unjust,  so 
ironic.  I  was  here  working.  I  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  Peoples  Temple.  I  did  not  want 
to  destroy  it.  I  hadn't  believed  it  was  what 
its  detractors  said  it  was.  How  stupid.  I  was 
thinking.  How  Goddamn  stupid  1  had  been. 

Marshall  Kilduff  was  a  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  reporter  who  had  been  investigating 
Reverend  Jones  and  the  Peoples  Temple  for 
more  than  two  years.  When  Ryan  announced 
his  visit  to  Jonestown.  Kilduff  s  editor  felt  that 
Kilduff  was  too  close  to  the  situation,  too  well 


known  to  Jones  and  his  followers,  to  be  assigned 
to  the  story.  Instead  he  assigned  Ron  Javers,  a 
relative  newcomer  to  the  city  who  had  never 
written  a  word  about  Peoples  Temple.  Javers  too 
was  wounded  at  Port  Kaituma.  Kilduff  and 
Javers  coauthored  THE  SUICIDE  CULT. 

From  authors  with  credentials  like  these 
one  expects  reliable  reports,  and  to  all  appear- 
ances they  are.  Krause  describes  his  first 
impression  of  the  community: 

I  kept  thinking  that  it  looked  like  a  scene 
out  of  Gone  with  the  Wind,  not  because  the 
buildings  were  the  same  but  because,  as  we 
drew  closer,  old  black  women  were  baking 
bread  in  the  bakery,  people  were  washing 
clothes  in  the  laundry,  black  and  white  chil- 
dren were  chasing  each  other  in  the  little 
park,  and  long  lines  of  people,  mostly  black, 
were  waiting  for  their  suppers  ...  It  seemed 
so  peaceful,  so  orderly,  so  bucolic  . .  . 

The  party,  led  by  Representative  Ryan,  was 
escorted  to  the  central  pavilion,  which  was  to 
be  the  scene  of  such  unbelievable  events  just 
hours  later,  and  was  met  by  Jim  Jones. 
"Immediately  he  looked  to  me  like  a  man  who 
was  powdered  and  perfumed,"  writes  Javers. 
"He  was  sweating  a  bit  on  his  upper  lip  and  fore- 
head and  complaining  about  his  illness.  He  said 
he  had  a  temperature  of  103  degrees.  I  told 
myself  I  was  looking  at  a  man  in  decay."  Javers 
proceeded  to  interview  Jones  as  they  were 
served  dinner.  Soon  more  and  more  Jonestown 
people  quietly  took  seats  in  the  pavilion.  The 
lights  dimmed  and  the  Jonestown  band,  accom- 
panying a  singer,  began  to  play.  Both  writers 
agree  that  the  music  was  first-rate. 

Congressman  Ryan  motioned  Krause  over. 
He  pointed  out  that  all  the  people -maybe  700 
in  all— were  standing  and  clapping  along  with  the 
music.  "Strange,  wasn't  it,"  Ryan  said.  "The 
teenagers  might  get  off  on  soul  music,  but 
middle-aged  men  and  70-year-old  women?" 

Ryan  was  called  on  to  say  a  few  words.  "I 
can  tell  you  right  now  that  by  the  few  conver- 
sations I've  had  with  some  of  the  folks  here 
already  this  evening  that  .  .  .  there  are  some 
people  who  believe  tins  is  the  best  thing  that 
ever  happened  in  their  whole  lives."  This  state- 
ment was  followed  by  cheers  lasting  three 
minutes,  according  to  Javers,  and  nearly  twenty, 
according  to  Krause.  (It  is  the  only  factual 
discrepancy  between  the  two  books  I  found.) 
But  then  Ryan  turned  stern.  "I  want  to  pull  no 
punches,"  he  said  unsmilingly.  "This  is  a  con- 
gressional inquiry." 


At  eleven  o'clock  the  show  ended  and  the 
audience  vanished  into  the  clapboard  houses 
surrounding  the  pavilion.  But  the  facade  had 
finally  cracked  a  little.  A  woman  had  managed 
to  edge  up  to  Don  Harris  of  NBC  and  slip  him 
a  note  with  this  dark  message:  "Please  help  us 
get  out  of  Jonestown."  There  were  four  signa- 
tures, written  with  a  black  Magic  Marker. 

This  is  the  prelude.  One  reads  the  ensuing 
pages  with  fascination,  apprehension,  and  a 
growing  sense  of  horror:  the  long  night  in  the 
jungle,  the  guided  tours  the  following  day,  the 
defections,  the  knife  attack  on  Ryan  in  Jones- 
town, the  airport  massacre,  and  the  even  longer 
night  of  the  survivors,  waiting  for  either  sal- 
vation or  death. 

In  one  sense  these  books  are  exploitations, 
in  that  they  will  bring  profit  out  of  misery  and 
death.  Most  of  us  would  rather  not  have  to  think 
about  the  terrible  and  incredible  chain  of  events 
that  began  in  our  city  and  ended  in  Guyana. 
Despite  the  thousands  of  words  of  interpretation 
and  explanation  that  have  been  written,  only 
time  will  bring  understanding,  if  understanding 
comes  at  all.  The  order  of  the  day  is  to  get  the 
record  straight,  to  find  out  exactly  what  did 
happen.  It  is  in  that  spirit  that  these  two  fine 
books  were  written,  and  in  that  spirit  they 
should  be  read.  •

through  a  community.  The  Department  of 
Traffic  Engineering  has  retreated  behind  statis- 
tics, textbook  do's  and  don'ts,  and  some  pretty 
shaky  procedures  in  making  its  recommendations 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Empathizing  with  Wolfe's  frustration, 
Laura  Goderez  of  the  GPA  Traffic  Committee 
wrote  to  him  suggesting  a  mutual  effort  to  move 
the  city  bureaucracy.  Here  is  a  portion  of  his 
reply: 

Congratulations  on  being  one  of  the  few 
non-apathetic  citizens  of  this  city.  Most  of  the 
people  who  live  here  are  such  sheep  that  they 
are  willing  to  put  up  with  almost  any  abom- 
ination rather  than  complain.  You  arc  in  a  rare 
class. 

I  appreciate  your  offer  to  work  together, 
but  I'm  afraid  we  have  passed  that  point.  We 
are  no  longer  interested  in  talking  to  anybody 
in  city  government  or  the  press.  We  feel  there  is 
only  one  way  left  for  us  to  obtain  our  goals, 
and  that  is  to  file  suit.  This  is  what  we  are 
pursuing. 

Eventually  you  and  your  colleagues  will 
realize,  too,  that  the  only  possibility  for  gaining 
effective  relief  lies  in  a  court  suit.

It's  up  to  you  who  are  affected  by  the  City's
